James Monroe and William Pinkney, 
commissioners extraordinary and pieni- 
potentiari:s of the U States of America, 
that they are now ready to proceed to the 
siemature of the treaty of amity commerci 
and navigation, on. the articles uf which 
they have mutually agreed, 
| But at the seme time, they have it in 
command from his majesty, to call the at- 
stenion ef the commissioners of the U. 
States, *o some extraordinary procesue 
ings which have lately teken place on the 
‘continent of Europe, and to communicate 
to them officially the sentiments of his 
\Majesty’s government thereupon. 
“The proceedings eluded to, are cer- 
tain declarations and orders of the French 
lwovernment, issued at Berlin on the 2141 
tof Novembe: last. 

“Ju those orders the French govern- 
ment seeks to justify or paliate its own 
unjus! pretensions, by inputing to Great 
Britain principics which she never pio- 
fessed, and practices which never cxis! 
ëd. Fis majesty isaccused of a system- 
atic and general disregard of the law of 
vations, recognized by civilized states, 
and more particularly of an unwarranta- 
ble extension of the rights cf blockade ; 
whereas hig majesty may confidentiails 
appeal tn the world on his waifirm re- 
sficce for neutral rights, and bis general 
and scrupulous adherence to the daw of 
nations, without condesceacing to con- 
trasi his conduct in these particulars with 
that of his enemy; and with regard to 
the only specific charge, so notoriou:, 
that he has never deciared any ports to 
hein a state of blockade, without allot- 
ing to that object a force suflicicnt tu 
make the entrance into them materially 
dangerous. i 

« By such allegations, unfounded as 
they are, the enemy aitempts to, justify 
his pretensions of confiscating, as lawfu! 
prize. all produce of English induswy 
or manufacture, Chough it be the proper- 
ty of neuwals—of excluding from his 
harbors every neutral vessel which has 
touched at any port of his majesty’s do- 
minions, though employed in an inuocent 
commerce; and of declaring Great Bri-

«Such -principies are in themselves 
extravagant, and repugnant to the law o! 
nations; and the pretensions founded on 
them, though protessedly directed solely 
against Great Britain, tend to alte’ the 
practice of war among civilized -nations, 
and wtterly to subvert the rights and in- 
dependence of neutral powers. The un- 
dersigned cannot, therefore, believe, that 
the enemy will ever seriously atemp! to 
enforce suck'a system. If he should, 
they ave confident thai the good sense of 
the American government will perceive 
the fatal ‘consequences of such pretensi- 
ons to neutral Commerce, and that its spi- 
rit and regard for national honor, will pre- 
vent jts acquiescence in such palpable vi- 
olations of its rights, and injurious en- 
croachments on its interests.
